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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicants' response, which included cancellation of claims 39-41, 43-51, 
53-63 and amendment to claims 13, 42 and 52, filed 1 1/29/2006 under 37 CFR 1 .1 16 in 
reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the 
application in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1-16. 20. 23, 26-30, 33 36-38. 42 and 52 are now pending. 

In view of applicants' response, the 112 rejection and prior art rejections made in 
the previous office action have been obviated. However, applicants' amendment to 
claim 42 and 52 raises additional issues. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 42 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . Recitation of the limitation "each carbon atom of the heteroaryls rings" in claim 
42 and 52 renders these claims indefinite as it is not clear which heteroaryl rings are 
being referred to. Note the formula has pyridinyl ring not a generic heteroaryl ring. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 13-16, 20, 23, 26-30 and 36-38 are allowed.
